Quaatlons Rulas of

Each year, the children of 
Sierra Madre eagerly look 
forward to Huck Finn Day. 


Wc as parents have enjoyed 
and supported it with our 
’ children. One rule, however, 
bothers us deeply: the chil¬ 
dren under 5 years are eligible 
to fish but not to participate 
in the trophy program. Chil¬ 
dren under 5 years are just 
as likely to catch a large fish 
as those over 5 years. It has 
been our experience that a 
number of undcr-5 children 
with the guidance of their 
parents lie about their ages 
in order to win a trophy. 

It saddens and angers us 
that this event, which pro¬ 
vides the opportunity to 
develop a deep sense of sports¬ 
manship, has been spoiled 
for many by a rule which 
in effect encourages cheating. 
This certainly is not fair to 
those under-5’s and their 
parents who may catch large 
fish but are honest. 

We strongly believe that 
the child, regardlc.ss of age, 
who catches the largest fish 
should get the trophy. In our 
observations, the 5- and 6- 
year-olds receive as much 
parental assistance as the 3- 
and 4-year-olds. 

We hope you will seriously 


consider our comments and 
adjust the rules accordingly.

Then she was serious, “You 
know that there were machine 
guns all around the British 
Home. The Secret Service 
came in with their dogs and 
searched the grounds before 
the Queen arrived, looking 
under the piano, even under 
area rugs. Then they sealed 
the entire grounds. They were 
absolutely thorough. To see 
these tall men at attention 
really makes you feel safe. At 
each entry of the British 
Home they were stationed 
with heavy arms. There was 
the Secret Service crew and 
the White House aides. Just 
as the Queen was driving 
up the helicopter circling 
above contained the Duke 
(Prince Philip, the Queen’s 
husband).” 

What was Schnegg’s first 
impression of the Queen? 
“How very regal and pleasant 
and certainly beautiful she 
was. I presented her with a 
small nosegay of English 
flowers and she made us all 
feel comfortable and at ease. 
As we walked around the 
grounds she showed a genu¬ 
ine interest in everyone here 
and in everything we do.” 

Schnegg’s job was not an 
easy one. She introduced at 
least 50 individuals to the 
Queen, attempting to remem¬ 
ber not only everyone’s name 
but her job or what the resi¬ 
dents enjoyed doing. “They 
say it takes the very highest 
to be able to communicate 
with everyone, and that’s 
the way the Queen was,” 
Schnegg remembers. 

Although the presentation 
was very impressive, Schnegg 
said almost everything was 
donated—carpeting, new 
flags, food, flowers. 

“I would like to say the 
people of Sierra Madre were 
very helpful. Even the vol¬ 
unteer firemen were here 
pumping out to keep the tent 
clean and the carpet dry.” 

Schnegg wa» presented to 
the Queen in 1979 and is 
now a Member of the Bri¬ 
tish Empire (M.B.E.). L

GABARDINE’S PITFALLS 

By Joe Delgatto 
Ordinarily, most fab¬ 
rics used for suiting and 
similar purposes are dyed 
before weaving. Gabar- 
dilnes, however, are dyed r 

as one piece after the 
doth has baan woven. 

The particular shade or 

color achieved Is the 

result of the simultan- 

eous application of two or three dyes together. 

Since often times one of these dyes will be 

more fugitive than its companions, cleaning 

may cause loss of color or “bleeding.” 

The situation is further complicated by the 
fact that gabardine may be made from wool 
cotton, rayon or a mixture of fibers. ’ 

Let us give you some hints on how to keep 
them looking their best. 

1. Never try to remove spots on gaber¬ 
dines at home with anything under any 
clrcumatances whatever, This may lib¬ 
erate dyes. 

2. Be espedally careful to avoid staining 
with acid or alcoholic beverages — fruit 
juices, etc. 

3. Clean often. Never use soap and water 
on the fabric. 

And reconcile yourself to an eventual 
shine on the surfaces exposed to too much 
rubbing. Meantime, whenever the fabric or the
